COLORED JBEfcKGATES 
TO 
MEKT. 


About one hundred colored dele- 


gates, all from the South, as Northern 
Republicans never elect colored men 
to any position, will attend the St. 
Louis convention. 
One of the dele- 


gates named Carson, who is recognized 
as a leader, is dissatisfied with the 
treatment his race has received from 
the Republican party. 
Carson has m 


vited all the colored delegates to at- 
tend a barbecue at Washington June 
1st, and nearly all have accepted and 
promised to be present. 


The object of this meeting is a mat- 


ter of more or less comment. It is 
leged that Heed's or Allison's friends) 
or both, are dneoting the movement 
and that all the colored delegates will 
be arrayed against McKmley, which 
will materially reduce his strength m 
the convention. Carson is said to be a 
Beed man and he will attempt to get 
all the colored delegates to vote as a 
unit for the man from Maine and on 
every question that may come before 
the convention. 


It is said the colored delegates wil 


demand that the Eepublican platform 
shall pledge them equal rights with 
the whites in the South. 
Such 


promise will imply the enactment of a 
force bill such as that 'introduced by 
Lodge of Massachusetts and defeated 
in the Senate in 1891. A threat that 
each a bill may be brought befoie 
Congress is expected to get the South- 
ern silver men to accede to the terms 
of the gold men in the Chicago Con* 
vention rather than split the party 
The barbecue may, therefore, atcom 
pliib two purposes, one of which would 
bring Reed or Allison into prominence 
at the St. Louis Convention and pos 
sibly secure the nomination to one or 
the other, and the other to make the 
Southern silver men less defiant and 
possibly frighten the more timid so 
that they will go into the gold camp 
for protection. 


No one who pays attention to the de 


bates in Congress can doubt that the 
gold men of the old parties are acting 
in unison and this gathering of col 
ored delegates at Washington may be 
one of the schemes of the single stand 
ard conspirators to influence the norm 
nations and platforms at Chicago as 
well as at St. Louis. 


HORSE DEALERS ALAKMKD. 


Horses, like all other property, have 


greatly depreciated in market value o 
late years. Many who were engaged in 
the business of raising horses for th 
market found it unprofitable and quit 
Thousands of horses have been killed 
for their hide? in Nevada and Oregon 
Ten years ago horses, such as have 
lately been shot down and their car- 
casses left to rot on the range, were 
bought by the Government for cavalry 
service, as experience has proved that 
horses raised in Nevada, Eastern Ore- 
gon and Idaho, are better adapted to 
cavalry purposes than the heavy horses 
of the [Mississippi valley and Eastern 
States. 


Of late there baa been no demand for 


horses on the Pacific Coast, and it was 
generally believed that steam and elec 
tricity, which ^have supplanted horse- 
flesh in the cities, would also take its 
place in the country, as there was very 
little demand for it anywhere. As a 
result it is estimated that the decrease 
in the number of horses in the United 
States last year was about 225,000, 


Now horse dealers in the East are 


getting alarmed at the outlook. There 
is yet, and always will be, a demand for 
horses and it is believed that the de- 
mand within a year or two will be 
greater than the supply. Buyers from 
Denver and other places are purchas- 
ing horses in the eastern part of the 
State, and it is within the range of prob- 
ability that Nevada horses will be m 
demand at fair prices within a year. 


WHAT THE SILVER 31EN FKOFOSF 


TO CO 


The Silver men, who have been elect 


ed as delegates to the Eepublican Na- 
tional Convention, are said to have 
adopted a plan of campaign. 
Each 


State will have a representative on the 
Committee on Platform. 


Teller will doubtless represent Colo- 


rado, Cannon, Utah, Dnbois, Idaho, and 
Mantle, Montana. It is expected that 
eight States will hold out for free com 
age. These expectations may not be 
realized as it is very doubtful whether 
the Nevada delegation will join with 
th* other silver producing States in 
protesting against a straddling or 
straight-out gold 
platform. 
It 
is 


greatly to be hoped that it will, but it 
is intimated that a few of the delegates 
from this State want office more than 
they do free coinage. However that 
may be, the Silver men on the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions will submit a 
minority report that will declare for 
the single gold standard in language 
that cannot be misconstrued or misun- 
derstood. This will force the conven- 
tion to declare for or against the gold 
standard without equivocation, as the 
Silver Senators, as one of them ex- 
presses it, are determined that if the 
convention wants gold, and gold only, 
the Silver men will give it the article 
so refined that there oanuot be any 
doubt ao to its quality.

Ceremony. 


Moscow, May 26.—At 11:45 this mowi- 


ng the booming of cannon announced 
;hat the act of coronation was com- 
pleted. 
The Emperor and Empress 


were crowned with great ceremony, iu 
accordance with religious forms and 
ancient rites. -An immense body of 
troops surrounded the entire i onte of 
the procession from the palace to the 
cathedral. A to deum was celebrated 
in the cathedral at 9 o'clock, and after 
prayers the clergy assembled to re- 
ceive the Czarina. Before the imperial 
cortege started the Grand Almoner, 
bearing the golden cross, Hssisted by 
two deacons, carrying a golden bowl 
filled with holy water, sprinkled the 
entire route to the cathedral. When 
the imperial cortege left the palace the 
bells in all the churches were rung, the 
troops giving military honors to the 
party At the entrance to the cathedral 
the metropolitan Bishop and his 
deacons proclaimed the imperial title. 
A ^alute of 101 guns was fired and the 
Emperor and all present knelt in 
prayer. 
The religious ceremoay of 


prayers, chanting and reading the 
gospel followed; then the Bishop 
presented the bible to the Czar and 
Czarina to kiss. The two Archbishops 
and deacons were then notified 
the holy door was open. The Em- 
peror, assisted by a priest, preceded 
by the scepter, globe and crown, went 
toward the holy door, followed by the 
Empress. The Metropolitan Bishop ol 
St. Petersburg then annointed 
the 


Emperor on the forehead, eyelids, nos 
trils, lips, ears, chest and hands. The 
ringing of bells and another salute of 
101 guns notified the populace of the 
conclusion of the ceremony. Tho im- 
perial crown was then placed on the 
Emperor's hsad, the scepter placed in 
his right hand and the globe in his left 
The Empress was then summoned and 
knelt before the CzarJ who touched the 
forehead of the Empress with his own 
crown and then placed another on he: 
head. Her Majesty then took her sea 
on the throne.

Francis Hermans was the 
murderer. 


WHAT THE AUTHORITIES FOUND. 


John Hanson, who is connected with 


the church, swore to a complaint charg- 
,ng Rev. Francis Hermans with mur- 
dering Miss Henrietta 
Clausen 
by 


poisoning. 


The officials ordered a largo number 


of photographs of the missing minister, 
and they will be at once sent over the 
country, and it is believed that in a 
very short time, the pastor will be ap- 
prehended in case he does not surren- 
der. 


It developed during the day that Miss 


Annie Samuelsen, a handsome young 
woman and an intimate friend of Miss 
Clausen a'nd the minister, had also 
mysteriously disappeared and no trace 
of her has since boon found. 


The pastor's study was searched, and 


in his trunk were found articles be- 
longing to both of the missing girls. 


These are but a few of the many de- 


tails that have come to light and the 
ofBceis are now thoroughly convinced 
that Miss Clausen was deliberately 
murdered by the minister and her body 
cremated. 


When the facts, as published in the | 


Herald, became known, the police and 
county authorities entered upon an in- 
vestigation in earnest. The diseovejjes 
were the most startling in their nature 
and seem to form link upon link in the 
chain of circumstantial evidence which 
is being woven around Bev. Hermans. 
In his study in the church were found 
two trunks, and upon being opened 
their contents revealed articles belong- 
ing not only to Miss Clausen, but also 
to Miss Samuelsen, the other missing 
girl. There were found ci ochet work, 
tidies, crazy quilts and other things in- 
tended for interior decorations. The 
articles belonging to Miss Samuelsen 
were positively identified by the miss- 
ing girl's aunt. Then it was that the 
authorities began to suspicion that the 
owner of the trunks knew more about 
tho missing girls than anyone else. 


MORE EVIDENCE OF MORDEB.

basement of the edifice were found un- 
mistakable evidence of the 
crime. 


Alongside of the furnace stood a barrel, 
and when subjected to an examination 
human blood was found upon it. There 
were several old copies of the Herald, 
one containing the ghastly story of 
Theide's crime, besmeaied with blood. 
The lower door of the furnace has a 
streak of red across the front, which 
has* been pronounced blood. It was 
evident that tho murderer of Miss 
Clausen had used the barrel as a block 
foi his butchery. The door of the fur- 
nace is not very large—ten by six 
inches—and would not admit a whole 
human body. The murderer had used 
the knives and razors, found under the 
grates, and aftei doing his fiendish 
work, had thrown them into the fire to 
bo consumed with the body of the 
victim. 


It is all these circumstances that 


point the finger of suspicion toward the 
ox-minister. The fact of the bones bo- 
ing found in the furnace, together with 
the circumstances that the only time in 
years that this furnace has been heated 
was tho day following the disappear- 
ance of Miss Clausen, go to indicate 
Hermans' connection with the crime. 


BOTTLES or POISON. 


But before going any further it is 


well to dwell upon another important 
discovery. 
Just prior to leaving for 


the east during the early part of this 
month Bev. Hermans handed Mr. Han- 
son a box containing eight or ten vials 
of poison and some bottles of chloro- 
form and other drugs, among which 
svas a vial of pills for producing abor- 
tions. Bev. Hermans had always a 
stock of such Btuif on hand and would 
always tell Mr. Hanson that having 
studied medicine, he found many of 
these things useful. Adding these de- 
velopments another link is formed 
which would seem to connect the ex- 
preacher with the disappearance of 
Miss Clausen. 


THEOKTF OF THE POLICE. 


The theory of the police is that Miss 


Clausen was chloroformed in the pas- 
tor's study on the Sunday night of her 
disappearance and on the following 
day cremated in the furnace. There is 
something further which seems to sub- 
stantiate this. Mrs. Peterson, through 
whose bed chamber tho chimney from 
the furnace leads, vividly recalls f he 
occasion on that memorial Monday 
when the furnace was heated. The fire 
was started at the request of Bev. 
Hermans abaut noon. 
The preachei 


vas noticed to carry sacks down into 
the basement, and every time the door 
.eading thereto opened an unbearable 
odor arose. Mrs. Peterson asked him 
where the stench came from and he re- 
marked that it was from some old 
lothes that he w.-\a burning. 
The cir- 


cumstance was thought nothing of at 
the time, but now }t is directly in line 
with the theory upon which the police 
acted yesterday when a complaint was 
sworn out for the arrest of Rev. Her- 
mans. 


PAWNED HER WATCH AND RING. 


Another suspicious circumstance de- 


veloped when it was found that Annie 
Samnelson's gold watch and ring had 
been Dawned by Mr. Hermans in a 
pawnshop at the corner of Second, 
South and Main. It appears that when 
the preacher Jeft for the East on the

dered that operations be resumed in 
the Beflnery for the treatment of sil- 
ver as well as gold. 


The reopening cf the Mint is a com- 


plete vindication of the present ad- 
ministration on the score of efficiency 
as well as integrity. 


The reopening of the Eeflnnry ob- 


viates the necessity of bullion pro- 
ducers sending bullion out of Nevada 
for treatment. 
Bullion 
producers 


should patronize the Mint because by 
doing so they help Nevada. 
The more 


men at work the greater the revenue 
circulated. 


Results show that no better work for 


the treatment of sold and silver bul- 
lion can be done anywhere than at the 
Carson Mint as its Melting and Refin- 
ing departments are as complete as any 
in the United SUtes; and as it is near 
the mines the coat for express charges 
to the proJm'?r is less; therefore we 
hope that producers will send their 
bullion to their own institution, thus 
making a saving to themselves as well 
as aid in maintaining a public institu- 
tion. 


MONKKYS AS MINERS. 


They <lo Their Work Well In South 


Attica. 


Competition is very keen in the gold 


mines of the Transvaal. Some twenty- 
four monkeys were recently put to 
work us day laborers in the mine oper- 
ated by Captain C. E Moss of Boston. 
Their work is so satisfactory that their 
services are accepted in place of ordi- 
nary workmen. Captain Moss recently 
published an account of ghis remark- 
able monkey miners in the Boston 
Evening Transcript. 


He says the twenty-four monkeys do 


the work of seven able-bodied men and 
they do some of the work more satis- 
factorily. There are besides no otrikeg 
or other labor troubles among these 
new workmen. 
The monkeys' work is 


the gathering cf small pieces of quartz, 
which they caiefnlly pile iuto littla 
heaps. Their sharp eyes detect the 
small gold-bearing pieces of quaitz 
which an ordinary workman would 
pass over. 


Captain Moss says that when he com- 


menced digging gold he had two pet 
monkeys which constantly 
followed 


him about the mine. 
One day te 


noticed 
that 
they were busily en- 


gaged lu gathering up little bits of 
quartz and carefully placing them iu 
piles. They seemed to enjoy this work 
very much. It did npt take the captain 
long to learn their value as laborers 
and BO tha monkey gang was «t once 
increased, 


The monkeys that have had exper- 


ience in the mines teach 
the new 


monkeys how to do tho work.—Neu 
York World.
